REVIEW OF WORLD'S HISTORY. 


Max 
Nordau 
Deeply 
Deplores 
the 
Growth of Military Imperialism 
In the United States. 
Vienna, Jan. 2.—In the course of an 
exhaustive review of the history of 
the 
world, 
contributed to tho Nom 
Erie Presse by Max Nordau. the writer 
deeply deplores the growth of mili­ 
tary Imperialism in the United States, 
and says that by the admission of the 
spirit of militarism which was former­ 
ly rigorously excluded America is rat* 
Ing obstacles to the entrance of tho 
emigrants whose only capital is their 
strong working arms. 
speaking of the future of the new 
world. Nordau says the opening cf 
the Panama ca»j.l under American 
ownership will mark the beginning of 
a new epoch. 
The tragic stage of th'* 
world's history, which in ancient times 
centered In the Mediterranean, and 
which moved In the naval ages to the 
Atlantic, will then be transferred to 
tin* Pacific ocean. 
At first the Anglo- 
Saxon element will seek to Orlve out 
the Gorman and French flags floating 
over single points 
In 
the 
Pacific 
ocean; then the Htrugglo will he car­ 
ried further 
to 
the 
Asiatic coast. 
where Anglo-Saxons and Russians will 
have to decide the momentous ques­ 
tion of whether Eastern and Southern 
Asia shall remain British or Russian 
To this forecast M. Nordau adds:
